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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


In his widely read book, “Economics in One Lesson,” Henry Hazlitt expresses 
the opinion that “The art of economics consists in looking not merely at the im- 
mediate, but at the longer effects of any act or policy; it consists in tracing the 
consequence of that policy not merely for one group but for all groups.” 


Similarly, it would seem that pedodontics would consist in looking at both 
immediate and longer effects and in tracing the consequences of dental treatment 
for children not merely for one group but for all groups. Moreover, in the care 
of children the dental profession has its best opportunity to deal with the dental 
problem in terms of longer effects. 


Past officers and committees of the American Society of Dentistry for Children 
have been urging members of the dental profession to promote dentistry for chil- 
dren. Certainly the ideal of long term benefits influenced their thinking. Evidence 
points to much progress. Dental surveys reveal that more children are receiving 
early dental treatment than ever before, yet the progress has been very slow, too 
slow in the opinion of many. The present officers hope that the trend for more and 
better dentistry for children can be accelerated. To obtain this desirable objective 
the collaboration of the membership of the American Society of Dentistry for 
Children and the American Dental Association should be marshalled. 


I am suggesting that all state units of the American Society of Dentistry for 
Children immediately appoint special committees to collaborate with their state 
dental societies to study means of providing more and better dentistry for children. 
This planning should concentrate on methods that may be used in private dental 
offices and should accentuate the relationship between the dentist and the family in 
contra-distinction to governmental programs. 


Truly governmental agencies will be limited to their most effective activities in 
the dental field if the dental profession will provide more and better dentistry for 
children in private offices.

During the past decade or two, there has 
been a gradual growth of interest in Dentistry 
for Children. This has been a necessary, logi- 
cal step in the phenomenal development of 
Dentistry as a profession. The more apparent 
signs of this growth of interest in Dentistry 
for Children have been the increased number 
of schools of dentistry which have included 
courses in this subject in their curriculum;

the appearance of articles on this subject in 
lay periodicals as well as in the professional 
journals; the increase in the number of “post- 
graduate” courses, lectures, “table clinics,” etc., 
in dental meeting programs; the advent of 
Dental Divisions of Municipal, State, and the 
Federal Public Health Department; and the 
organization and growth of the American 
Society of Dentistry for Children, together 
with its various component state units. The 
curriculum committee of the American Asso- 
ciation of Dental Schools has taken increasing 
cognizance of the vital importance of this 
phase of dental education. 


This paper shall endeavor to call attention 
to the need for a correlation of education of 
the dentist, the general public (who are the 
parents of children) and the young patients, 
concerning Dentistry for Children. Each of 
these three groups requires education concern- 
ing this phase of dental practice if any pro- 
gram leading to the betterment of the dental 
health of the youth of this country is to be 
considered. 

Dentists need to know how to cope with 
the special problem of practicing their heal- 
ing art for the benefit of children. Parents 
need to be informed concerning the desira- 
bility, the very real need, for adequate dental 
care for their children. Children need to be 
trained to become good dental patients. 


It is not intended that this paper shall be 
a syllabus for a course of instruction to these 
three closely related groups; rather it shall be 
a general survey of the possibilities available, 
with some practical examples of techniques 
that may be used for the purpose of this type 
of education. Much has already been published 
on these subjects, and more will be written 
in the future, and someday, perhaps a com- 
pilation of the ideas and the techniques pre- 
sented in these writings, will be organized 
into a good working program. Neither time 
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nor space permit such a compilation here Dental Association, Carl L. Sebelius, D.D.S., 


and now. 

Although what follows may be divided 
roughly into suggestions regarding the edu- 
cation of the three above mentioned groups 
separately, it will be impossible to isolate any 
one problem from the others. There is a 
natural confluity of ideology which pervades 
the picture as a whole. 

Let us look first to the problem of edu- 
cating the dentist regarding his share in the 
solution of the problem. 

Dentistry for children should offer no 
mysteries to the general practitioner. It is 
simply the performance of the routine pro- 
cedures of our daily practice, with some few 
modifications, for our very young patients. 

When we study the problem of Dentistry 
for Children we must keep in mind the ulti- 
mate goal of dentistry: 

1. The prevention of the loss of teeth. 
2. The prevention of toothache. 

These may well be accepted as the goals of 
dentistry for children with the obvious ex- 
ception that children are expected to lose 
their deciduous teeth, at the proper time. A 
third aim of dentistry for children would be 
to guide the development of the dentition. 

Upon the acceptance of these principles, the 
dentist must look for a means of achieving 
these goals in general office practice. It is my 
belief, in this regard, that the practice of 
routine dentistry, for children, is the method 
most promising of success. If we, as dentists, 
begin the treatment of the teeth and their 
supporting structures before oral pathology 
has had the opportunity to inaugurate a 
destructive sequence, we can probably pre- 
vent the excessive damage that is seen so often 
in the mouths of young and old patients. In 
many clinics, routine treatment, instituted and 
followed through, after early and frequent 
examinations, has been effective in demon- 
strating that serious dental conditions can be 
reduced in number. The incidence of tooth 
loss or pulp involvement (in the permanent 
dentition) has been reduced to a fraction of 
a percent, and fewer cases require orthodontic 
treatment. 

I was pleased to note that in the Aug. 1, 
1946 issue of the Journal of the American 


Nashville, Tennessee, Department of Public 
Health, reporting on a “Five year time and 
treatment program to study the advisability 
of following certain operative procedures in 
dental care for children and the practicability 
and advantage of periodic dental service pro- 
gram beginning with a young group” arrives 
at the conclusion that— 

“A program wherein a dentist can re- 
examine his operative work at least annually 
serves for an evaluation of the quality of 
dental care rendered his patients and en- 
courages him to an improvement in operative 
technic. Also, it shows that it is a good pro- 
cedure to fill all pre-carious pits and fissures 
when first observed, since, if a year is allowed 
to lapse, the defects usually develop into 
carious cavities, and if the cavity outline is 
not fully extended, caries usually occurs at 
the junction of the fissure in the enamel and 
the filling material. 

“A program of annual care of the perma- 
nent teeth beginning as soon as the first per- 
manent teeth erupt, with protective fillings 
placed in all pre-carious pits and fissures when 
first observed, would prevent the loss of prac- 
tically all permanent teeth. A dental program 
that provides for periodic dental care is ideal 
and practical. 

“The best type of dental care to be rendered 
children in a service program is that which 
is complete. If all fillable deciduous teeth had 
been filled the first year of the study, many 
deciduous teeth would have been saved, and 
less maintenance treatment, such as the appli- 
cation of silver nitrate or extraction of teeth, 
would have been necessary. The application 
of ammoniacal silver nitrate to posterior 
deciduous teeth without subsequent filling 
does not seem justified except when the teeth 
are to be lost within a six-month period. 

“After determination of the same children’s 
dental health status annually for a period of 
several years, especially those who are receiv- 
ing annual treatment, it seems that the most 
practical approach to the problem of dental 
care for children is periodic care beginning 
at an early age and made available at least on 
a semi-annual basis. Annual care is not satis- 
factory for a group that has a high caries sus- 
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ceptibility. In many cases of rampant caries, 
at least three or more visits per year are 
necessary.” 

This completely practical conclusion ar- 
rived at after a very thorough clinical and 
statistical program over a period of five years 
confirms again the results obtained in a study 
made over a fourteen-year period in the 
Department of Dentistry for Children at New 
York University College of Dentistry. 


In that survey at New York University 
400 children between the ages of 2 and 4 
entered the clinic and at the end of a fourteen- 
year period approximately 50% were still 
in attendance and had responded to recall 
notices at least twice a year during the time 
of the study. These patients were examined 
thoroughly for dental defects with mouth 
mirror and explorer, radiograph, and study 
models; a careful check on their dietary habits 
and other habits was made; their growth and 
development, and general physical health 
were observed and noted. Every defect in the 
enamel and all so-called pre-carious pit and 
fissure lesions were properly prepared and 
filled; oral hygiene was taught and maintained 
and faulty habits were corrected when 
possible. 


A survey at the close of the study showed 
that in the entire group three cases of root 
canal therapy for permanent teeth were re- 
ported and one first permanent molar had 
been extracted. It is noteworthy that in this 
last case, an investigation of the radiographs 
of that tooth disclosed the presence of an un- 
reported carious lesion at least one year before 
the tooth was extracted. I am aware that other 
clinics have reported similar results. 


Professor Roy G. Ellis of the University of 
Toronto in his article titled “Are Dental 
Cripples Inevitable?” in the Journal of Den- 
tistry for Children for the Second Quarter of 
1946, arrived at a conclusion with which I 
am heartily in accord when he neatly states: 
“We have not yet reached the state when we 
can prevent dental diseases, so that our pro- 
gram necessarily becomes one of ‘protection’ 
against the ravages of dental diseases. In a 
survey of the Guggenheim Clinic in New 
York City it was revealed that the following 


conditions existed among new, very young 
patients.

Therefore, if our program is to be ‘fully pro- 
tective,’ it must commence with the very 
young child.” 

A host of other workers and observers have 
reported similar results. The concensus of 
current opinion, then, appears to be that den- 
tists must educate themselves to attract chil- 
dren to their care at an early age; to examine 
children’s teeth and their supporting struc- 
tures frequently and thoroughly; and‘ to cor- 
rect each and every dental defect that is 
uncovered. 

In order to successfully treat children in the 
dental office, the operator must, of course, 
possess skill, and a knowledge of the proce- 
dures to be followed. However, before em- 
ploying technical knowledge skillfully, the 
dentist must be able to properly diagnose the 
state of health of a child’s dentition, and plan 
treatment accordingly. This pre-supposes an 
understanding of the physiological principles 
involved in the factors of growth and devel- 
opment of the teeth and their supporting 
structures. It is incumbent on the dentist, 
therefore, to acquire some knowledge of the 
more recent work that has been done in the 
field of diagnosis and treatment of the decidu- 
ous dentition. It is suggested that the dentist 
should read the latest books and articles on 
this subject; attend some of the many lectures, 
clinics and post-graduate courses that are be- 
ing presented by the professional societies, 
dental schools and governmental agencies in- 
terested in this work. Beyond this technical 
phase of the dentist's sphere of influence in 
solving his problem the dentist must be edu- 
cated to properly train his young patients to 
become good dental patients. We shall dis- 
cuss this further before concluding this paper. 

The second group requiring education in 
the field of Dentistry for Children is the gen- 
eral public and in particular, of course, the 
parents or guardians of children. It is the 
members of this group who have the responsi- 
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bility not only to bring children to dentists 
and to follow through whatever treatment 
plans may be advised, and of course to pay 
for such treatments, but in addition this group 
must be educated to prepare children for their 
necessary visits to the dentist and to assume 
the proper role during these visits. 

The techniques that may be employed to 
educate this group are many and varied. All 
of the methods currently being utilized by 
good public relations counsel for any large 
project must be employed. Among these are: 
educational articles in newspapers and maga- 
zines; talks and discussions on radio programs; 
educational “shorts” by the motion picture 
industry; posters and billboards at public 
gathering places, community centers, etc., 
short talks and discussions at parent-teacher 
association meetings, and at meetings of other 
community minded organizations, etc. This 
material should also be integrated into public 
schools, secondary schools, and those for 
higher education. 

The stimulus and direction for this type of 
education should come from accredited dental 
associations. Some of this is being done now 
but much more needs to be done. 

Ultimately, however, the more direct and 
personal education of individual parents re- 
mains within the province of the individual 
practicing dentist. 

In our concept of responsibility to the pa- 
tient we include the responsibility to educate 
our patients to tell others of the benefits to 
be derived from modern dentistry. Among 
these “others” who can benefit, are surely the 
children of our patients who can certainly 
obtain the optimum benefit of dentistry. In 
our inquiry into the history of our adult 
patients we can ascertain whether there are 
any children in the family, and where they are, 
or when their advent is anticipated we must 
educate the parents to the importance of 
bringing children to the dentist early, before a 
painful emergency has to be treated. You 
know, there are several kinds and varieties of 
“first visits to the dentist” and one of the most 
painful to the dentist, and to the child patient, 
is the “emergency first visit.” That is the kind 
that can do more harm to the future of that 
child’s dental health than is made evident 


even in the pain of that visit. 

It is just such painful experiences that lead 
to the need for involved complete mouth re- 
habilitations later in life. Parents can be, and 
must be, educated to build up a child’s antici- 
pation of a new and interesting experience 
with a new friend. All adult patients must be 
advised of the irreparable harm that they may 
cause by injudicious discussion before young 
children of a visit to the dentist. Many people 
enjoy commiserating with themselves and 
looking for. sympathetic shoulders to weep 
upon, and the gross exaggerations in which 
these people indulge are enough to instill fear 
of pain and fear of the dentist into the hearts 
of the most valiant of grown men and women, 
to say nothing of the devastating effect that 
they have on little children. If you have had 
an unfortunate experience with your teeth, 
do not speak of it in the presence of children, 
if you must talk about it at all. The child who 
has not heard grown-ups complain will have 
no reason to fear the dentist; and the child 
who is not afraid will experience very little 
discomfort in the dentist’s office. 

In addition to the education of the parent 
to the need for the dental examination, treat- 
ment plan and treatment of the child, it is 
also necessary to educate the parent concern- 
ing what a child should and should not be 
told about the dentist before the child is 
brought to the office; and the parent needs to 
be educated too, to the etiquette of the dentist- 
parent-child patient relationship in the office. 

Parents should be instructed that the op- 
timum time for the first visit to the dentist 
for the initial examination of the child’s teeth 
and their supporting structures is between the 
second and third birthdays. During this period 
the deciduous dentition appears complete or 
nearly so. All investigators in the field have 
recorded a considerable number of cavities at 
that age, and have noted the onset of occlusal 
disharmony, and other abnormalities. 


For children of this age, the best prepara- 
tion is the casual approach; “Tomorrow, we 
are going to visit my friend, the dentist. I 
want to show him my teeth . . . and yours 
too,” in a completely casual tone, and then a 
change of topic in a pleasant vein, and the less 
said further, the better. Tell the parents that 
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they will do well to leave the approach to 
specific dental matters to you, the dentist. 
That's the positive side of the picture. On the 
other side, I want to reiterate the need to be 
sure that parents of children never discuss at 
home the sometimes unpleasant features of 
dentistry. 

There is another great advantage to be 
gained by starting the child’s visit to the den- 
tist at this early age. Usually, the cavities 
found at this time are relatively small ones, 
requiring a comparatively small amount of 
painless drilling. If the child can learn, early 
in life, that it is not necessary to experience 
pain in the dentist's office he will be a willing, 
even eager, cooperative patient. That young- 
ster will be immune to one of the most unfor- 
tunate fears of childhood. 

Tell the parent who is going to accompany 
a child to the office that office etiquette, which 
is designed for the benefit of the child, de- 
mands that the direction of conversation and 
activity in the office must rest with the office 
personnel. Explain to the parent that an effort 
is going to be made to establish a definite and 
real relationship between the office personnel 
and the child. It is, perhaps, instinctive for 
the child to look toward the parent for the 
guidance and security that are customarily 
found there in any new and strange environ- 
ment. Any word or action on the part of the 
parent will strengthen that bond, and leave 
the dentist out in the cold as the interloper 
that he is. A passive reaction on the part of 
the parent gives the dentist the opportunity 
to build up a friendly relationship with the 
child. 

All the foregoing, which reads perhaps too 
quickly, should, nevertheless, indicate that 
quite a good deal of time and effort must be 
devoted to the proper care of the dental health 
of children. It may be well to point out that 
this approach to the problem does not neces- 
sarily tend to decrease the quantity of dental 
work that may have to be done for our pa- 
tients. It is to be hoped that a gradual change 
in emphasis on various tvpes of dental proce- 
dures will be made evident. There will be 
need for more frequent and painstaking 
examination and treatment planning; more 
operative procedures; less exodontia; and 


fewer prosthetic devices. The practice of so- 
called “preventive dentistry” will not prevent 
the need for dentistry; on the contrary, the 
total number of dental operations required 
may increase. It must not be forgotten that 
each operation may require more time for 
some children than for the average adult. The 
end result, however, will be more satisfactory. 

When parents have been educated thus far 
regarding the need for adequate dental care 
for their children, they must be educated, 
perhaps gently, but nonetheless firmly, to the 
idea that the dentist must be adequately com- 
pensated for his time and effort on behalf of 
the dental health of their children. Not only 
should fees for such services be not lower 
than fees for similar work for adults, but in 
many cases the charges may be justifiably 
greater. 

The third group involved in this phase of 
dental education, and certainly the most im- 
portant, is that of the young patients them- 
selves. 

Perhaps the most important service that 
any dentist can render to a young child ap- 
pearing for his first visit to the dentist is to 
properly train that child to become a good 
dental patient. The results of all the surveys 
quoted above, and many others, clearly dem- 
onstrate that children must look forward to 
being dental patients for many years. None 
but the very, very few escape this necessary 
feature of growing up. No one but the dentist 
can assume the duty of making each child a 
good patient. 

It is at this point that the dentist’s own 
personality traits assume an importance be- 
yond measure. Perhaps the most important 
factor in the successful handling of the child 
patient is the attitude of the dentist towards 
children. One must really love children in 
order to be able to cope with them. And 
almost anyone can learn to love children. 
I believe that most people who say they “can- 
not stand kids” are people who are afraid; 
probably as much afraid of themselves as they 
are of children. In the case of dentists, afraid 
that they cannot “manage” children. Yet, I 
have found that in teaching over a thousand 
dental students during the past several years, 
there were but a handful who could not 
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“manage” children. All the rest did very well 
indeed, with just a few basic principles to 
guide them. 

Without any doubt a volume or two or 
three might be written at this point on the 
subject of child psychology. However, this 
is neither the time nor the place for such 
heroic measures, nor am I competent. It 
would be of value for dentists to do some 
reading in this field for themselves. 

The greatest problems facing the dentist in 
training the child to be a good dental patient 
is that of overcoming the child’s fears; and 
the greatest fear that children possess concern- 
ing dentistry is the fear of the unknown, of 
things that they do not understand. Fear can 
be prevented when the child is forewarned 
about the contemplated experience. Fore- 
warning must be done in a manner and with 
a voice and words that will not alarm the 
child. Fear can be overcome by explanation 
and reassurance. The child fears the thing 
that he does not understand. 

In lieu of the volumes that I have not pre- 
sented on child psychology, I would like to 
offer some few suggestions that may guide the 
dentist in his relationship with children: 


Call the child by his first name. 

Use short, simple words. 

Always be truthful. 

Answer the child’s questions in a sensible 

manner. 

Make instructions explicit and brief. 

6. Explain to the child what is going to be 

done, and how it will be done (and then 

do it, that way). 

Rationalize your procedures to the child. 

8. Use positive suggestions instead of nega- 
tive ones. 
9. Avoid words that suggest unpleasantness 

such as “pain” and “hurt.” 

10. Give praise and encouragement judi- 
ciously, 

11. Do not criticize, tease, scold or threaten 
the child. 

12. Use questions to engage the child in 
conversation. 

13. Govern the language used according to 
the child’s age. 

14. Do not use “baby” talk.

15. Do not let your voice betray your emo- 
tions. 
16. Give the child sufficient time to under- 


stand verbal instructions and to respond. 


17. Avoid having instructions conveyed to 
the child through the parents whenever 
possible. 


18. Above all, try to understand the child 
and use his language. Talk to him as to 
the intelligent individual that he is. 


I found the most apt conclusion to this 
paper in the preface to “A Treatment Manual 
for Postgraduate Extension Courses in Chil- 
dren’s Dentistry,” prepared for the Bureau of 
Public Health Dentistry of Michigan by Dr. 
Kenneth A. Easlick. “In no phase of dentistry 
is instruction more needed than in the practice 
of dentistry for children. Dental Health edu- 
cation is presenting to parents and teachers 
the desirability of adequate . . . dental care for 
children as a necessary health service. This is 
creating a demand for children’s dentistry 
which the dentist in private practice must be 
prepared to supply.”

“POINTERS FOR PARENTS” 


The J. B. Lippincott Company’s new inter- 
esting and educational book for parents is 
written for the laity and should be readily 
understood by all. Consisting of only 143 
printed pages which can be read thoroughly in 
a very short time, it is written by Rinhard V. 
Lozier, M.D. 

The primary aim of the book is to aid 
parents with the problems of raising their 
offspring from birth until marriage and all 
parents who take their task of raising a family 
seriously should have this book among their 
collection of literature. 

All dentists who include children in their 
practice, including those who are parents and 
those who are not blessed with a family will 
receive enlightenment on some of the prob- 
lems presented to us by our child patients. 

Chapter 5 of the book is devoted to dental 
education for the parents. The author gives 
the eruption schedule of the primary and 
permanent dentition and presents the con- 
nection between the proper diet and the 
proper formation and health of the teeth. To 
use the author’s own words, “Correct diet and 


proper care make up the prescription for good, 
strong, and beautiful teeth.” The necessity 
of beginning early to teach the child to brush 
his teeth, is also impressed upon the reader. 
Dr. Lozier advises parents to take their child 
to a dentist at least twice a year after he is 
3 years of age. 

Chapter 8 is devoted to physical growth. 
All of us, in our profession, should have an 
understanding of this subject and at least 
know if a child is behind or ahead of his 
growth schedule. This chapter also contains 
an excellent chart giving the average weight 
and height according to age. This chart or 
one similar should be in every dental office 
which is visited by children. It may help the 
dentist to get a better picture of the problems 
facing his small patient. 

There are two other chapters which should 
interest all dentists. The titles speak for them- 
selves. “Some Bad Habits and What to Do 
About Them” and “Discipline.” They will 
give the dentist a better background and im- 
prove his technique for handling unpleasant 
situations in behavior which arise in his office. 

Again, I wish to quote directly from the 
book: “Always tell the truth. If a wound is 
to be treated, don’t say it won't hurt. Let him 
understand that he is big enough to bear a 
little pain, and that it may not hurt, after all. 
Don’t try any tricks. One mother I know 
took her 5 year old to a dentist’s office ‘to see 
a dog.’ What do you think her son thought 
at the end of a painful session in the dental 
chair and no sight of any dog?” 

I think we can all look back and remember 
at least one or more cases where we failed 
with a child patient because we or the parents 
were not truthful and consequently the patient 
lost all confidence in us. 

May I repeat, the primary aim of this book 
is parents’ education, but there are many 
problems discussed which will apply to the 
behavior and reaction of children in a dental 
office. A better understanding on the part of 
the dentist will enable him to handle the 
situation more intelligently and diplomatic- 
ally. 
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Seventh Annual Children’s Dental Health Day

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BY WAY OF INTRODUCTION 


Jack M. Wisan, 17th president of the American Society of Dentistry for Children, born 
February 28, 1896 in New York, has come up through the many vicissitudes of private 
practice to his present position as Chief of the Division of Dental Health of the New Jersey 
State Health Department. 

His arrival in the Wisan manger in New York’s Staten Island back in 1896 was fol- 
lowed by three years of word silence on his part, until one day a great St. Bernard dog scared 
him into uttering his first “Mama”! Now, as Ken Easlick observes, Jack will talk to you all 
afternoon to put across an idea in which he believes! 


1914 saw Jack enrolling in New York University College of Dentistry. With a starting 
capital of ten dollars, the need for future funds led him to a piano-playing job in a local 
movie house, accompanying the silent films of those days with appropriate music. Jack 
forsook the ivories for the key of a railroad dispatcher on the midnight shift, and with the 
sixty dollars a month thus earned, managed to get through the school of dentistry without 
incurring too many debts. 

Shortly after the beginning of his Senior year, in November 1917, Josephine Sawyer 
Mason expressed her confidence in Jack by accompanying him to a Methodist parsonage in 
Newark, and agreeing to share his successes and failures from that time on. Two children, 
Edythe Farr and Richard Cross were born to the Wisans during the next four years, while 
Jack was in private practice in the shipbuilding town of Mariner's Harbor, Staten Island. 
1923 saw Jack and his family moving to Elizabeth, New Jersey, where he again practiced 
general dentistry. 

In 1928, Dr. Wisan was asked to serve as chairman of the Union County Dental 
Society's Oral Hygiene Committee and thus began an avocation which has since become a 
vocation—the development and direction of dental health educational programs. Appointed 
chairman in 1930, of the State Council of Mouth Hygiene for the New Jersey Dental Society, 
he developed an effective dental health program which, although sponsored by the State 
Dental Society, received the endorsement of the official health and educational agencies of 
the State. In his own words, “In order to better conduct this statewide educational program, 
I entered the N.Y.U. School of Education to obtain formal training. The deeper I delved 
into the various aspects of dental health programs, the more I became convinced that dental 
health educational efforts were futile unless the dental profession itself made a sincere effort 
to provide more and BETTER dentistry for children. To learn more about the fundamentals 
of group dental care for children, I accepted an appointment as school dentist in a small 
community, Clark Township, with a population of 1400—320 school children. It was truly 
an indigent community made up of low-income population, miles away from the nearest 
dentist. Five years’ experience with a preventive dental care program in this community 
convinced me that dental conditions could be improved if community interest in dental 
health could be aroused. It was clear that the dental profession itself could not bring about 
intensive plans for improving dental conditions. Out of this reasoning developed my concept 
of the community approach.” 


In 1932, the New Jersey advisory committee of the Council of Mouth Hygiene rec- 
ommended a statewide dental survey and later a statewide dental care program with two 
objectives: 1. To provide dental care for needy children. 2. To help dentists in need of 
financial assistance. Dr. Wisan was appointed state supervisor for this project and authorized 
to work out plans and appoint personnel. With 150 operating dentists, 81 clinic assistants, 
four secretaries and nine dental supervisors, dental care was provided for approximately 
125,000 children. 382,341 children were examined, providing significant information regard-

ing the dental needs of New Jersey school children. This statewide project demonstrated, 
among other things, the value of the supervision of official dental programs by the organized 
profession. It indicated that the private dental office could be included in a public dental 
service program. It also proved that the profession, when exhibiting leadership and alertness, 
could bring about the dissolution of an undesirable public dental care program. 


At the termination of the above project in 1934, Dr. Wisan returned to private practice 
until 1939, when he was appointed dental consultant to the New Jersey Department of 
Health and subsequently Chief of the Division of Dental Health. Says Dr. Wisan, “One of 
my first moves was to test the theory of ‘community approach’. As dental programs were 
instituted in different local areas, administrative as well as advisory responsibilities were 
assigned to local dental health committees. The state and component dental societies were 
asked to designate and approve professional policies for our program. The New Jersey State 
Society of Dentistry for Children cooperated by setting up standards for the treatment of 
children. Other health professions, welfare and educational agencies, collaborated to improve 
dental health. Truly a wide and representative citizenry was helping the State Department 
of Health carry out its dental health responsibilities.” 


Under Dr. Wisan’s leadership the New Jersey program has developed from a $6000 
a year project to one which now expends $150,000 per year. Cost analyses were made of 
dental care programs for children, studies of trailer, mobile clinic and private office dental 
programs were conducted and an accredited dental health educetion course arranged in 
cooperation with State Teachers’ colleges in New Jersey

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Conference on Dental Services for Children* 


The problem of expanding dental services for children is one of the integral 
components of the greater problem of establishing a truly effective program of 
dental prevention and control. There is some evidence that the availability of serv- 
ice to children is being outstripped by the results of increasingly effective dental 
health education as well as by other factors. When this imbalance occurs and dental 
service is not available to the child who needs it, a cycle of undesirable results is 
initiated. First, the parents of such a child have good cause to wonder if the dental 
profession actually believes that treatment in the early years of life pays off in divi- 
dends of increased comfort, health and appearance. Second, the stimulation of a 
demand for a service which is not available ultimately will frustrate the real pur- 
poses of dental health education. 

In order to interrupt this cycle through a planned program, the Council on 
Dental Health of the American Dental Association and the American Society of 
Dentistry for Children are sponsoring a Conference on Dental Services for Children, 
to be held in Chicago on February 9. The Conference will attempt to develop 
recommendations for an intensive study of this problem with special emphasis on 
the selection of a group to conduct the study and to finance this worth-while project. 
Members of state and local councils on dental health as well as officers and members 
of component societies of the American Society of Dentistry for Children have been 
invited to attend the conference.

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FLUORINE THERAPY 


A critical evaluation of published reports of researcher’s conclusions, 
as submitted by graduate students at the University of Michigan 
School of Dentistry 


Q.—What reduccion in the caries attack rate may we expect from the topical application 
of fluorine as a 2% NaF solution? 

A—Knutson’s studies on a group of 289 Minnesota school children with 326 children 
as controls showed that over a two-year period there were 39.8 per cent fewer new caries in 
the treated than in the untreated teeth. Seven to fifteen topical applications of a two per 
cent sodium fluoride solution were applied at the beginning of the two-year period; there- 
fore, the optimal number of applications has not yet been determined. Further findings from 
this study indicate that the treatment of the carious teeth reduces the liability to attack on 
additional tooth surfaces approximately twenty per cent. 

Inasmuch as a child is erupting teeth for 12 to 14 years, application of a two per cent 
sodium fluoride solution should be made whenever a new tooth surface erupts. 

Q.—What reduction in the caries attack rate may be expected by the ingestion from 
birth to eight years of age of 1 p.p.m. of fluoride in communal water supplies? 

A—The caries attack rate may be reduced approximately 60 per cent. This result is 
indicated by Arnold's studies of eight Chicago suburban communities ranging from .0 to 1.8 
p.p.m. fluoride using 2,832 selected white children ages 12 to 14 years. No toxic effects 
other than those on the teeth have ever been shown in endemic areas. 

The manner in which fluoride reduces the caries attack rate is still hypothetical, but in 
Armstrong’s studies there is a marked difference in the quantity of fluoride in the sound 
and carious teeth, whereas, there is no difference in the amount of calcium, magnesium, and 
phosphorous. There is no indication that the structure of the teeth is altered by the inges- 
tion of 1 p.p.m. fluoride. 

Q.—Does the ingestion of fluorine in bone meal flour reduce the caries attack rate? 

A.—Although Harootian’s studies showed a reduction in caries attack rate from the 
ingestion of fluoride in bone meal flour, little credence can be given to this experiment as 
the cases were poorly selected, no controls used, no bacteria counts taken and no mention 
of diet made. The cases were too few in number and the period of observation was too 
short. 

Q—Do mouthwashes containing fluorine reduce the caries attack rate? 

A.—There is little in the literature concerning this subject. Atkins reports an eighty- 
seven per cent reduction in lactobacillus counts among the persons on whom he experi- 
mented with an aqueous solution of sodium fluoride of 5 p.p.m. used as a mouthwash, as a 
gargle and on the toothbrush. However, he alternated his control and experimental groups, 
which cannot be considered a scientific practice. 

Q.—Should fluorine be incorporated in dentifrices? 

A.—According to the Council of Dental Therapeutics of the American Dental Associa- 
tion there is no justification for the incorporation of fluoride in dentifrices. 
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
